ST. PrmumuRQ, Nov. ».—The most 


solemn of religions services were held 
at noon, Wednesday, la the church at 
Llvadla, to which the tody of Alexan- 
der III. was removed the previous 
night, Masses were said in the pres- 
ence iif the body. The services were 
attended by Emperor Nicholas II., the 
the esarina, th« Prince and Princess of 
Wale i, the representatives of various 
powei-n and many others. The czar 
was deeply affected. 


At '.he conclusion of the services and 


after the royal visitors present and the 
troop* had viewed the body, the popu- 
lace w«re formed in line and filed past 
the coffin to take a farewell look at 
their dead ruler. Many of those who 
looked upon the face of the dead Czar 
were visibly affected, and expressions 
of sorrow were heard on all sides. 


Tlic weather yesterday morning had 


improved, and 
arrangements 
were 


early perfected for the removal of tho 
dead emperor to Sevastopol. 


This cortege left the church at S 


o'clock. The procession was headed 
by the chief of the palace police, and 
the master of ceremonies, both mount- 
ed, followed by numerous troops of sol- 
diers, including the Crimean division, 
composed of Tartars; then followed 
long files of servants of the imperial 
fami) y—footmen and domestics. Next 
in line were representatives of the 
xemstvo or district assembly, the mu- 
nicipal authorities, the public schools 
and t he public institutions of the Yalta 
district. 


All of the dead czar's Russian and 


foreltfm decorations wore carried on a 
cushion covered with silver cloth. Im- 
mediately behind the bearers of this 
pillow came the clergy bearing lighted 
cand las; then followed the coffin, borne 
by members of the imperial bodyguard 
and nation from the imperial yachts. 


The cortege proceeded on foot from 


TJvailla to Yalta, a distance of two 
milen, along the beautiful coast. Fol- 
lowing the ooffln «ame the czar and 
his suite, the Prince of Wales and the 
Boar Ian grand dukes, then the czarina 
and the grand dinhess in mourning 
coaches. The entire route of the pro- 
cession was lined with troops. 


Upon the arrival of the certege at 


"Yalta prayers were offered for the re- 
pose of the soul of the dead emperor 
and a salute was fired from the shore 
and from the ships in the harbor. The 
coffin was then placed on board the 
crnbier Pamlat Merkooria, and the 
journey to Sebastopol was begun. 
The Pamiat Merkooria will be escorted 
by the ironclad Twelve Apostles and 
cruiiier Oriel. 


Throughout the march from Livadia 


to Yalta minute guns were fired by 
the «rar ships off the coast, bells were 
tolled and muffled drums were beaten. 
After the services on the quay the czar 
and the grand dukes carried the coffin 
abcx.rd the Pamiat Merkooria. which 
•ailed at onoe for Sebastopol. 


SFBABTOPOL, 
Nov. 8.—The cruiser 


Pamiat Merkooria, with the body of 
Alexander III., arrived here this after- 
noon amid the firing of salutes and 
the tolling of bells. The czar and the 
grand dukes carried the coffin ashore 
and placed it in a - iallway carriage 
fitted up as a funeral chapel. The 
train started northward at once. 
High military officers will guard the 
body throughout the journey to St. 
Tatcrsburg.
